A 
particularly 
appropriate 
statem ent seemed to strike home 
with Mr. Mathews’ audience.

‘We have a trade ter­ 
ritory bounded only by the inactiv­ 
ity of our citizens’, he stated, de­ 
veloping that thought briefly as it 
relates to business interests. 
Farms But Not Farm ers 
Surrounding our city are 
thou­ 
sands of acres of 
highly 
fertile 
land. 
We have too 
many 
large 
farms and not enough farm ers, the 
speaker is quoted as saying. 
An 
effort should he made, he said, to 
split up large holdings into 
more 
h o me-o wned, 
home-operated 
farms. 
Tying in with this idea 
was one relative to making crops 
this year. 
While the outlook 
was 
not exactly encouraging for farm ­ 
ers, Mr. Matthews voiced the opin­ 
ion that farm ers this year would 
make crops at less cost than ever 
before, and he suggested in 
th at 
connection that each farm er 
raise 
as much produce, meat and vege­ 
tables for his own table, as possi­ 
ble. 
Then passing on to suggestions 
for business development in Sikes- 
tan, this speaker touched upon the 
need for more adequate 
parking 
space, toilet facilities for transients 
and 
customers, 
sanitary, 
well- 
maintained 
drinking 
fountains, 
complete stocks 
and legitimate 
prices in line with merchants 
in 
other cities. 
.Sikeston businessmen should a t­ 
tempt to provide a ready, and con­ 
stant market for farm 
produce. 
This, be m aintained, was 
of ut­ 
most importance in developing and 
hoMmg farm trade. 
Mr. Matthews closed his talk by 
reading a report from Babson, con­ 
temporary economist, on causes of 
the present economic.and financial 
deprewtlcai. 
Another Banker Epeaks 
G. B. Greer, president 
of 
the 
Sikeeton Trust Company, made 
a 
short speech, “a five-minute opti­ 
mistic discourse”, in which he gave 
his pet remedy for halting the de­ 
pression and restoring 
normalcy. 
His opinions, basically sound, dealt 
with relieving the farm 
situation 
by guaranteeing the producer 
a 
fair price for his produce. 
To do 
so, Mr. Greer would curtail pro­ 
duction, within certain limits, af­ 
ter the crops was well underway.

There is no indication that there 
will be any material changes

The prices of American farm pro­ 
ducts is largely controlled by our 
exports. 
The European nations in 
general have a mare difficult finan­ 
cial condition than we have here 
in America and are unable to pur­ 
chase the surplus that really sets 
the price. 
Restoration 
of 
their 
purchasing power does not seem 
immediate. 
In addition to the world price 
level, we have a situation here at 
home 
that aggravates 
the price 
situation. 
The present unemploy­ 
ment situation, and wage 
scale 
lessens demand. 
In many lines of 
industry there has been little or no 
decrease in wages which of neces­ 
sity is reflected in the prices 
of 
industrial products purchased 
by 
the farm er. 
Either 
the 
farm er 
must receive better prices for his 
products to be able 
to 
purchase 
these industrial products or else 
the cost of the industrial products 
must come to level his purchasing 
power to create a healthy 
trade 
condition. 
The latter at the pres­ 
ent time seems to be the logical 
thing th at will happen, rather than 
the increased price of farm pro­ 
ducts. 
At the present time, 
the 
farm er pays about 121 per cent for 
commodities he uses compared to 
1909-1914 
price levels. 
On 
the 
other hand the products he sells 
has a purchasing power of only 51 
per cent compared to 1909-1914. 
The grain and cotton farm er has 
been in the most unfavorable posi­ 
tion of any type of farm er and for 
the past ten years his 
condition 
has been gradually getting worse. 
The livestock farm er on the other 
hand, though, receiving hard jolts 
has weathered the storm the best 
and is the one who has a reason­ 
able way out. At the present time 
the various farm products 
have 
the following status as compared 
to 1909-1914 period: grains 
52%, 
fruits and vegetables 70%, cotton 
45 %, meat animals

The wheat farm ­ 
er has 90% of acreage cut

year compared with 1931 and

winter wheat. 
Canada has reduc­ 
ed acreage as has Australia. With 
normal yield we can expect slight­ 
ly lower wheat available next year 
for known world production. 
We 
are unable to account for Russia’s 
probable supply. 
The supply 
o# 
wheat itself may not be as 
im­ 
portant as the lack of export. May 
futures in U. S. are only slightly 
below Liverpool prices, which puts 
export wheat on poor basis, to say 
the least.

Outlook Better 
Cotton

record yield is making reasonable 
movement and at present time

Madrid today to conduct an auto­ 
psy on the body of David C. Kimes, 
former 
sheriff 
of 
New Madrid 
County, who died a few hours af­ 
ter he was found February 16 
in 
a critically wounded condition 
on 
Highway 61, a short distance south 
of Conran. 
The body was exhum­ 
ed Tuesday night by New Madrid 
County officers at the request 
of 
the family, for the autopsy. 
The purpose of 
the 
autopsy, 
which was being performed in the 
operating room at the New Madrid 
County courthouse, was to ascer­ 
tain the real cause of the death of 
the former sheriff. 
Two theories 
were advanced after Kimes 
suc­ 
cumbed. 
One was 
that he 
was 
struck by a motor bus. Before dy­ 
ing he told officers this was 
the 
case. 
The other was that he suf­ 
fered gunshot wounds. 
A 
small 
hole in his back resembled a wound 
made by a bulet, but an X -ray ex­ 
amination at St. Francis Hospital 
here failed to reveal trace of a bul­ 
let. 
Prosecuting Attorney J. V. Con­ 
ran said officers, after further in­ 
vestigation, 
have 
dismised 
the 
theory that Kimes suffered his in­ 
juries by being struck by a motor 
vehicle. 


When found by a truck driver, 
Kimes was lying beside the high­ 
way, circumstances indicating that 
he had either been struck 
by

motor vehicle or had been thrown 
from an automobile.

His opinions, basically sound, dealt 
with relieving the farm

The latter at the pres­ 
ent tim e seems to be the logical 
thing th a t will happen, rather than 
the increased price of farm pro­ 
ducts.

farm er pays about 121 per cent for 
commodities he uses compared to

price levels.
